France has the credit of p roducing 
tin» finest truffles. 
Dogs are commonly 
br d t.» search for them. 
The 
method of 
“breaking" 
these 
dogs is to give them for a time p ieces 
of i rutiles ev ery morning before they 
are allowed to p artake of any other 
food 
After a certain p eriod, when 
tlieir ap p etite for truffles increases, 
p ieces are hidden in the ground, and 
they are made to find them. 
Thus 
they are gradually taught tlieir bus! 
ness, though it often takes as long as 
eighteen months before a dog becomes 
skilled in the art. 
In some p arts of Frunce Poitou and 
Perigord, for instance—p igs are train 
ed for truffle hunting, and by some 
they are deemed to bo better fitted 
for this work than dogs. — H arp er’s

In bis sentencing of 
Dlckman to death Lord Coleridge said 
in p art; 
“The Jury have found y ou guilty of 
the crime of murder. 
In y our hungry 
lust for gold y ou had no p ity up on the 
victim whom y ou slew, and it is only 
Just that the Nemesis of the law should 
overtake the author of the crime. The 
scales of justice are now balanced by 
the verdict which y our fellows have 
p ronounced the p unishment of death 
1 do not p resume to judge y ou. 
1 am 
nothing but the minister of the law 
p assing sentence. 
I only do thnt duty 
which the law commands.” 
The condemned man ex claimed: 
“ 1 declare to all men that 1 am in no 
cent." 
After thanking the Jurors the court 
ex cused them from serving as jury men 
during the nex t five y eurs.

Envious of Alexander the G reat, He 
Aimed to Rule the Whole World, and 
France Sacrificed a Million Men on 
the A ltar of His Monomania. 


Were readers of history asked today 
what three human characters hav e 
been most prominent in making the 
history of the world there could prob­ 
ably he great div ersity of opinion as 
to two of such personages, hut as to 
the third the general agreement could 
probably point to Napoleon Bonaparte. 
T. P. O’Connor, who for many y ears 
has made a study of the modern At 
tila, as he was called by his content 
poraries, presents in his London maga 
zine an article entitled “ The Insanity 
of Napoleon's Genius," in which he 
shows him to he a v ictim of megnlo 
mania, that form of mental alienation 
in which the patient is possessed of 
gradiose hallucinations. 
Mr. O'Connor discards the idea that 
Napoleon because of his gigantic pow 
er for work had a perfect phy sique 
and inv ulnerable health. 
lie suffered 
as a child from ex treme nerv ousness, 
later from facial neuralgia. 
He had a 
nerv ous twitching at the mouth and 
the right shoulder. 
After Toulon he 
long suffered from a painful and wast 
ing cutaneous disease, and at times he 
had fits of an epileptic character. 
As 
he was about to leav e Strnssburg in 
18 05 on the way to the mighty v ictory 
ov er General Mack at Ulm he had one 
of these spasms. 
After dinner on the 
day he was leav ing, say s Talley rand 
In iiis memoirs, the emperor had called 
him into his room. 
There Talley rand 
found him gasping for breath. 
"1 
tore off his crav at, for he seemed like 
to choke. 
He did not v omit, but sigh 
ed and foamed. 
M. de Remusat. first 
gentleman In ■waiting, who had also 
come into the room, handed him wa­ 
ter, and I sprinkled him with eau de 
cologne. 
He was suffering from some 
sort of cramp, which passed off in n 
quarter of nu hour. 
We laid him in 
an armchair. 
He began to speak, put 
his dress right, commanded us to oh 
serv e the strictest secrecy , and hnlf 
an hour later he was on his way to 
Carlsruhe.” 
Another sign of the abnormal in Na­ 
poleon was his intense irritability , and 
often there came a nerv ous breakdown 
that reduced him to the condition of n 
hy sterical 
woman. 
This 
irritability 
sometimes took the form of fits of 
weeping. He would fly into a passion 
on the slightest prov ocation. 
In his 
Impatience he tore many a garment to 
pieces because it inconv enienced him 
in some trifling way . He had an Inner 
melancholy that nev er left him. While 
he talked of death, Napoleon nev er 
had any serious intention of taking his 
own life. He nev er lost his grasp of 
life. 
While a man of dreams, he was 
a man of action. Success did not make 
this dreamer more cheerful. He had 
strange moments of bitterness and 
hatred and a desire to Inflict pain. For 
Instance, he would say to n indy after 
asking her name. “ Dear me, I was told 
y ou were pretty !” or to an elderly gen­ 
tleman. "You hav e not much longer to 
live." 
It was comparativ ely early in his 
career that his insane desire to rule 
not France, not ev en Europe, but all 
the world, took possession of him. The 
real reason for his crushing downfall 
Is to be found in this megalomania 
He himself caused his downfall. Na­ 
poleon alone could hav e conquered Nn- 
poleon, and It was this megalomania 
that undid him.

’*Ou tlie Ciieu r d'Alene natio nal fo r­ 
est. In no rthern Idaho , Ranger l’u la-u i 
had u nder him fo rty men, who after 
many ho u rs o f hard wo rk had go t a 
big fire p ractically u nder co ntro l. Slid 
denly the wind strengthened u ntil it 
I blew a gale, 
it immediately became a 
q u estio n o f sav ing the liv es o f the 
| men. 
The fire fighters were in a deep 
fo rest many miles fro m a railro ad and 
far fro m any clearing. 
“ Pulaski remembered that within a 
mile of where they were working there 


j was an abandoned mine shaft running 
hack about forty feet into the hillside. 
He rushed his men to the shaft as 
quickly as possible and told them as 
they passed through their camp to 
catch up their blankets as they ran. 
The shaft reached. Pulaski hurried his 
men into it and, packed like sardines, 
they filled it up. 
Pulaski placed him­ 
self at the opening, across which he 
stretched a blanket. 
“ Within a few minutes after the 
men were in the shaft the tire came. 
Tl» e blanket at the opening caught, 
and Pulaski J erked it away and hung 
up another, which caught in its turn. 
The blanket caught again and again,

Pulaski, whose strength was 
great, like his courage, for awhile 
forced them hack. 
Seeing that he 
would soon be ov erpowered and that 
his men would rush to their certain 
death, he drew his rev olv er and said 
that he would kill the first man who 
broke away . 
“ In 
perhaps 
twenty 
minutes 
the 
worst of the flre passed by . 
Fiv e of 
the men in the shaft were dead from 
suffocation; the thirty -fiv e others were 
aliv e. 
Pulaski was blinded and seri­ 
ously burned upon the face and arms. 
It was three months before his sight 
was partly restored. Had not his hero­ 
ism and presence of mind been what 
they were he would hav e lost all of 
his men instead of five. That is the 
kind of men there are in the forest 
serv ice.”

had fits of an epileptic character.

he w as about to leave Strnssburg in 
1805 on the w ay to the mighty victory 
over General Mack at Ulm he had one 
of these spasm s. 
A fter dinner on th " 
day he w as leaving, says Talleyrand 
in his m em oirs, the em peror had called 
him into his room. 
There Talleyrand 
found 
him 
gasping 
for 
breath.

tore off his crav at, for he seemed like 
to choke. 
H e did not vom it, but sigh 
od and foamed, 
id. de Rem usat, first 
gentlem an In waiting, who had also 
com e Into the room, handed him w a­ 
ter. and I sprinkled him with eau de 
eclogue.

“Pulaski rem em bered that within a 
mile of w here they were working there 
w as an abandoned mine shaft running 
back about forty feet Into the hillside. 
He rushed his men to the shaft tis 
quickly as possible and told them as

catch up their blankets as they ran. 
The shaft reached. Pulaski hurried his 
men Into it and. packed like sardines, 
they filled It up. 
Pulaski placed him- j 
self at the opening, across which he 
stretched a blanket.

The blanket at the opening caught, i 
and Pulaski Jerked it aw ay and hung 
up another, which caught in Its turn. 
The blanket caught again and again, I 
and each tim e Pulaski replaced It un­ 
til tow ard the last he held tho blanket 
across

with 
his

hands. 
“The shaft grew hotter and hotter, j 
and the smoke and fum es grew thick- j 
er and thicker until the men’s suffer­ 
ings were alm ost bey odd human en­ 
durance. 
They liegan to bronk for the 
opening. 
Pulaski, whose strength w as 
great,

courage, 
for awhile 
forced 
them 
back. 
Seeing that

death, he drew' his revolver and said 
that he would kill the first man who j 
broke aw ay.

GREAT APPLE CROP THIS YEAR 


General 
Im provem ent 
In 
M a n y 
S e c ­ 
tions, A ccording to Report. 
Apple Is kiug this year, according to 
the American Agriculturist, the issue 
of which, containing completed reports 
on the apple crop, has Just appeared 
There has been a general Improvement 
In ail sections. 
In Pennsylvania, for 
Instance, the yield is 3.200,000 barrels 
as against 2.000,000 In 
1910.

states show the sam e increase. 
The 1911 crop throughout the country 
Is placed at 30,000,000 barrels, or one
